We were saying that by 
stopping the high-rise destruction of Sydney we were 
forcing the same developers to reinvest their money 
in areas of less profitability, but cf more social 
use — namely flats and houses and apartments tor work- 
ing people Therefore ic wasn’t just a negative ac- 
t ion.

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THAI INTERIOR MINISTER RECEIVES 
LITTLE SUPPORT IN N-Y-C- VISIT

NEK YORK (LNS ) --Samak Sunchornvej , the 
cont rovGcsial Minister oi the Interior in Thailand’s 
milicarv-installed cabinet, failed to win signifi- 
cant support from New York's Thai community in 
a visit here April 8 

The announced purpose of the visit is to con- 
solidate pro-coup sentiment among the 100,000 Thai 
immigrants in the U S Iheir support is seen as 
necessary to help the Bangkok regime head oft moves 
in this country to slash the neatly $140 million 
in U S aid and credits the Thai military is slated 
to receive this year 

Samak, a key figure in current elite Thai 
politics, played a central role in last October’s 
milita-ry uoup, although he is a civilian politician 
He wcis rewarded with the Interior portfolio, giving 
him c:,ntrol of the powtriul Border Patrol Police who 
.urricd out the attack on Ihammasat University imme- 
diately before the coup He is closely linked with 
tlie most right-wing rorces in the >:ountryj including 
the Qutrcn’s la^tion or Thai ruling circles, and 
NawapoL, u pu r ami 11 1 ar y organization 

S.^ lat, Samak’s journey has proved in -den, 
even among the ^^nsetvative majority oi Ihai in 

this ^ountcy

More important, however, are Samak 's policies 
— V 7 hii.h include the v^ioient military repression of 
all popular torces, student, peasant and worker 

Last August, only two months beiore the ^oup, 
Samak 'lew to Singapore to confer with tormer Ihai 
strongman Thanom Kittakachorn Kittakachorn’ s 
return to Bangkok in September precipitated wide- 
spread student protests that, in turn, served as 
a pretext tor the attack on Ihammasat University 
and th<; October 6 coup. 

Though Samak was a member of the administration 
governing at the time, he manipulated the crisis 
to his own advantage at the expense of more pro- 
gressive ministers and the tormer government 

Srimak has also been closely identified with 
recent moves lo award a substantial tin-mining con- 
cession to the Bi 1 1 1 i -n oo £ porat ion, a Royal Dutch/ 
Shell Subsidiary Prior to the coup, this concession 
was withdrawn following widespread protest by 
students, in^ e liec tuals and hundreds oi small tin 
miners in the southern panhandle who would be ruined

Samak had difficulty convincing his New York 
audience of his assertions concerning last fall's 
right-wing coup He claimed chat Vietnamese snipers, 
rather than Thai students, had been in control of 
Thammasat University before it was attacked at the 
onset of thecoop Part of the "proof" he advanced 
was that lout or live of the bodies were sec af lame - 

"The Vietnamese like to burn themselves, you 
know," Samak declared, crudely alluding to the 
Buddhist monks and nuns who immolated themselves 
to protest US intervention and Saigon’s misrule 
in the early 1960’s- 

Asked why none of the members of right-wing 
paramilitary groups like the Red Gaurs Cliterally, 
a fierce wild animal) had been apprehended for 
attacking the Ihammasat students, Samak at first 
asse r t ed chf; t proof of their involvement existed 
Reminded of dozens of photographs flashed sround 
the world, in: Icding a New York Daily News center- 
fold, Samak replied: 

"The pence can't go around finding people 
Everyone has dene something wrong What about you — 
you used to gamble j didni you? Weil, the police 
didn ‘t arrest you’" 

Police did arrest nearly 3000 union leaders,

On other subjects, Samak claimed that foreign 
investment after the coup "is a lot better than a 
few years ago " Actually, this is true only in 
certain sectors, particularly quickly extractable

SOUTH AFRICAN POLICE MINISTER ANNOUNCES MEASURES 10 
PREVENI "SUICIDES" Of POLIIICAL DEIaINESS 

NEW YORK (LNS) — South African Minister of 
Justice and of Police James Kruger announced in 
a Cape Town press conference in late Max .h 
that new measures were being enacted in South 
Atricar prisons to prevent sui>»ides by politix_al 
hetdifi’^re^ The measures ate a response to the 

deaths of eleven detainees under South Al_rica s 

security laws, and of live other prisoners, dutitig 
the last year But critics of the apartheid regime 
hold the government responsible for the deaths of the 
political activists, which have been oificiaily 
attributed to "tailing down stairs," "slipping in 
the shower," and jumping through the window of a 
police interrogation center - 

Aiiiu-ng the "new measures" are: conducting 

all interrogation of detainees in ground-floor 
olfix.es, depriving them of clothing in their x.ells 
at night, and the use of straight jackets' and leg irons 

The Minister said that South African security 
dnd police forces "do everything in our power to 
prevent suicides we want interrogation, not 
suicide " Kruger went on to explain that many 
people being held under detention were "Marxists 
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and hardened terrorises who would rather commit 
suicide than be questioned." 

The South African authorities are very con- 
cerned about the unfavorable publicity the 
"suicides" have generated throughout the world 
press Kruger complained that * these prisoners 
seem to have no lack of funds and use legal 
representation freely to try to gain as much 
publicity as possible in order to smear the 
Prison Department and the Government- 

He also claimed that security detainees 
"do their utmost to make circumstances as trying 
as possible by way of defiance and refusing to 
work, thus testing the patience of Prison Depart- 
ment officials as far as possible-
